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Foreign Aid Speedily Approved 
WASHINGTON 
( f t — A virtually intact $3.143,- 
000.000 foreign aid appropriation, last of the year’s 
money measures, has cleared the Senate after just 
one day of debate. 
A bipartisan 59-21 vote last night approved the 
bill after administration forces beat back a barrage 
of amendments that sought to trim it. Only one re­ 
duction was made, and that amounted to only $50 
million. 
The bill now goes to a conference committee to 
compromise the few differences between the versions 
passed by the House and Senate for the 1966 fiscal 
vear, which started July 1. 
The Senate bill is just $142 million less than the 
amount voted by the House two weeks ago and is $217 
million beneath the aid ceiling imposed earlier when 
Congress passed the foreign aid authorization bill.

Land Deal For Nursery School 


By BRYCE W. ANDERSON 


The nursery school on the San 
Rafael High School camous will 
be assured a half century more 
of life under a plan to be pre­ 
sented to the San Rafael Board 
of Education at its meeting 
Tuesday night. 
The plan, which has already 
been discussed among board 
members and appears assured 
of approval, calls for the San 
Rafael High School District to 
lease a triangular piece of the 
high school campus—approxi­ 
mately a city lot—to San Rafael 
Community Nursery S c hool , 
Inc., for 50 years at $1 a year, 
and to give San‘ Rafael Com­ 
munity Nursery School, Inc., 
$5,000 toward construction of a 
building on the property. 
This will save the nursery 
school from having to close with 
removal of the temporary build­ 
ing in which it has operated for 
some years—and which must be 
removed to make way for the 
high school’s building program. 
It will also go much farther by 
giving the nursery school a per­ 
manent home on high school 
property, in a building con­ 
structed partly with high school 
tax funds. 
Further, the deal will in effect 
commit San Rafael High School 
District to continue its adult 
education program for another 
half century; for the nursery 
school has its being as an ad­ 
junct to the adult school. 
The resolution of intention to 
lease a triangular piece of the 
high school property at Mission 
Avenue and Embarcadero Way, 
which is to be presented at Tues- 
day’sboard meeting, makes no 
mention of San Rafael Com- 
unitv Nursery School, Inc. 
The resolution, prepared by 
County 
Counsel 
Douglas 
J. 
Maloney at request of the school 
administration, 
recites 
t h a t 
‘certain hereinafter described 
real property . . . is not present­ 
ly needed for school purposes.” 
it says “ the best interests of 
said property to the highest bid­ 
der .. . for the sole purpose of 
conducting a cooperative nurs­ 
ery thereon.” 
It then proceeds to call for 
bids on lease of the triangular 
piece of high school property for 
a term of 50 years, and pro­ 
vides: “ Bids will be considered 
only from non-profit corpora­ 
tions established for the purpose 
of 
conducting 
-a 
cooperative 
nursery school.” 
There are two such corpora­ 
tions in San Rafael; San Rafael 


Community Nursery S c h oo l , 
Inc., which operates the nursery 
schooi at San Rafael High, and 
Terra Linda Nursery School, 
which operates a similar setup 
in privately rented quarters in 
Terra Linda, also as an adjunct 
of the high school district's 
adult education program. 
So sure are school administra­ 
tors and the county counsel that 
San Rafael Community Nursery 
School Inc.. will be the only bid­ 
der for lease of the high school 
property that a resolution ac­ 
cepting its bid, a lease, and an 
agreement for the school dis­ 
trict to give it $5,000 twoard a 
building have been prepared al­ 
ready. 
The second resolution, recites; 
“ Whereas, 
the 
San 
Rafael 
Community Nursery S c h o o l , 
Inc., has submitted a sealed 
proposal for the lease of said 
property for a rental of one 
dollar ($1.00) per year. 
“ Now, therefore, be is re­ 
solved as follows; 
“ 1. That the said bid of San 
R a f a e l Community Nursery 
School, Inc., is the highest and 
best bid for the lease of said 
property and is hereby accept 
ed.” 
It then empowers the presi­ 
dent of the board (Walter J. 
Doll) to enter into the lease at 
$1 a year. 
The lease itself, naming San 
R a f a e l Community Nursery 
School, Inc., is also ready, with 
blanks left only for the begin­ 
ning date in 1965 and the ending 
date in the year 2015 and for 
insertion 
of 
the 
amount 
of 
liability insurance the nursery 
school must carry. 
The agreement for the high 
school district to give the nurs­ 
ery school $5,000 toward a build­ 
ing is also ready for signature, 
including among 
its “ where­ 
ases” this; 
“ Whereas, district has hereto­ 
fore leased cerlain real property 
to corporation for the purpose of 
constructing thereon a building 


. . . now 
therefore, 
district 
agrees to pay the sum of $5,000 
to corporation . . . to compen­ 
sate corporation for its assis­ 
tance in the operation of the 
district's adult education pro­ 
gram . . . Corporation specif­ 
ically agrees that said $5,000 will 
not be used for any purpose 
other than construction of a 
facility upon the land leased to 
corporation by district.” 
Supt. Bert C. Corona said he 
has been assured by County 
Counsel Maloney that this con­ 
tribution of $5,000 by the school 
district to the privately operated 
non-profit corporation will not 
constitute an illegal gift of pub­ 
lic funds. 
The relationship of San Rafael 
Community Nursery S c h o o l , 
Inc., to the San Rafael High 
School is interesting. 
The cooperative n u r s e r y 
school was formed by an assoc­ 
iation of parents and is con­ 
tinued by such association, al­ 
though the membership changes 
largely from year to year. It is 
incorporated 
as a 
non-profit 
corporation. 
Its purpose is to operate a 
daytime nursery school for pre­ 
school children of its members. 
Each member, besides paying 
dues and fees to the association, 
must enroll in a San Rafael 
High School District adult class 
in child care. The nursery school 
becomes “ demonstration school” 
for this class. A teacher, hired 
by the school district but'paid 
in part by the parents, gives 
lectures to the parents and 
demonstrates proper child care 
with the children. The parents 
must attend some daytime ses­ 
sions at the school itself as well 
as the evening lectures. 
The nursery school thus is a 


publicly operated adult school 
class for the parents and a 
privately operated nursery for 
the children. 
It differs from adult classes, 
not only in its double-feature 
arrangement but also in its cost. 
The State of California, which 
underwrites 
adult 
education, 
contributes much of the school 
district's cost for this course in 
child care. However, according 
to figures prepared by Asst. 
Supt. Mitchell ,L. Voydat for the 
board of education, the cost to 
taxpayers of the high school 
district is about $27 per year for 
each child enrolled. 
Parents who sign up for the 
class must also join the coopera­ 
tive. To the school district, the 
parent pays $13 per month for 
each child ($117 for the school 


year) and a $12 registration in 
the adult class, or a total pay­ 
ment to the public school dis­ 
trict of $129. 
In addition, the parent must 
pay dues, etc., to the associa­ 
tion.

Did Sir Francis Drake make 
port in the once-navigable Boli­ 
nas Lagoon? 
It’s altogether possible, say 
anthropologists of San Francisco 
State College, who are believed 
to be the first scientists to look 
for evidence of Drake in the 
Bolinas area. 
Digging 
in 
indian 
mounds 
this summer they turned up 
some interesting Indian arti­ 
facts—but 
no 
evidence 
that 
Drake called there. Findings in­ 
clude abalone pendents, obsidian 
projectile points (shinny as if 
just polished), whale b o n e 
wedges, a stone phallic symbol, 
fish net sinker stones, pestles, 
crude choppers and bone awls. 
More significant than Bolinas 
findings, said Dr. Adan Tre- 
ganza, projects chairman and 
chairman of the college’s depart­ 
ment 
of 
anthropology, 
were 
those made in the Point Reyes 
area. 
These include relics of 16th 
century Europe: ship spikes, 
pottery and porcelain fragments 
and, perhaps the most interest­ 
ing, a brass button about the 
size of a quarter with a design 
on it. 
‘‘We are sending this to the 
Smithsonian 
Institution 
f o r 
identification,” said Tony Bar­ 
nett, summer crew chief. 
Barnett 
said 
that, 
though 
people 
have 
claimed 
Drake 
landed at both Drake’s Bay and 
in San F rancisco Bay, it is con­ 
ceivable he could have landed 
at Bolinas Bay. ‘‘It’s just like 
a chemistry experiment,” he 


said. ‘‘You eliminate you vari­ 
ables.” 
Financed by the National Park 
Service, the professors and stu­ 
dents 
dug 
solely 
in 
Indian 
mounds. T h e y 
used augurs, 
shovels and large-toothed rakes 
a n d screened sand through 
large stand-up screens. ‘‘We 
carried 
bags 
full 
of 
things 
back”, said Barnett. 
Making maps of sites, the 
anthropologists labeled and cata­ 
logued their finds, making sure 
to note depths and in what posi­ 
tion the object was found. 


‘‘The ultimate aim in all of 
this is to try to reconstruct the 
history of a culture for which 
you have no written record,’* 
Barnett advised. ‘‘The only in­ 
formation you have is contained 
in the ground. 
‘‘For example, we have no 
idea what their music was like, 
we have found instruments such 
as bird bone whistles.” 
Barnett said that dating was 
done at Point Reyea as to arti­ 
fact types, ‘‘you can date the 
whole sandspit geologically as 
being pleistocine,” he said. 
Excavation work is continuing 
this semester on a volunteer 
basis, the anthropologist said.

Of the 7,173 students tested to 
date, 118 reacted. An early-stage 
case of tuberculosis was found 
in a student and an add;tional 
case was found in a student’s 
household. 
The Mount Carmel test is a 
joint effort of the school, headed 
by Rev. Mother Mary Agnes, 
the Marin County Health De­ 
partment and the TB associa­ 
tion.

Bishops Argue 
Modernity Of 
Heaven, Hell 


VATICAN 
CITY 
(U PI)-A n 
Ecumenical Council prelate to­ 
day suggested the old church 
view of heaven and hell “ is out 
of date in an interplanetary 
age.” 
Belgin Bishop Andre Charue 
of Namur made the observation 
in debate of a document “ On 
the 
Church 
in 
the 
Modern 
World.” The council overwhel­ 
mingly endorsed the document 
as a basis for discussion by a 
vote of 2,111 to 44 announced in 
St. Peters Basilica today. 
Bishop 
Charue’s 
criticism 
tied in with suggestions made 
by some bishops previously that 
the church’s discussion of the 
modern world should consider 
the space age and even the pos­ 
sibility of intelligent creatures 
of other planets. 
Bishop Charue’s 
point was 
that in an age of space explora­ 
tion 
the 
traditional 
physical 
view of Paradise in the sky is 
no longer subtle enough for 
modem man's religious beliefs. 
In contrast, Italian 
Bishop 
Giuseppe 
Marafini 
of Veroli 
and Frosinone said the church 
should remind men that the de­ 
vil i s about in the modern 
world. 
“ The documents ignores the 
presence of evil,” he said in 
urging a more fundamentalist 
view. "We should remind men 
of the devil in the modem 
world.” 
There were 12 speakers in 
all, who agreed that the do­ 
cument was oversimple in its 
solutions of modern problems. 
The vote, taken yesterday but 
only announced this morning, 
showed, however, they were en­ 
thusiastic to tackle the prob­ 
lem.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Handgun Restrictions 
Are Subject To Change 


As far as we can gather, there is no 
movement afoot to deprive citizens of 
all handguns (pistols and revolvers). 
As a practical matter, we suspect 
that social law and order will have to 
reach the state where individuals and 
families are completely safe from at­ 
tack before an outright ban on private 
ownership of handguns is imposed. 
But this need not preclude us from 
ever expressing hope that some day 
in the future, more restriction can be 
imposed on private possession of hand­ 
guns. 
Environment has much to do with 
the degree of need for pistols and re­ 
volvers on private persons, in their 
homes or cars. 
In the pioneer days when the gun 
was the law of the land, every man 
carried his rifle and knife the moment 
he left his front door. He had no police 
department or U.S. Army close at hand 
to call upon for help. 
But as law and order gradually re­ 
placed the wild West, the need for 
every individual to protect himself 24 
hours a day diminished. He came more 
and more to depend on the police, the 
sheriff, and the regularly constituted 
state and federal militia. 
Today, at the first sign of trouble, 
our immediate reaction is: “Call the 
police!” 
That's quite a change from the days 


have 
when the first reaction would 
been: “Where's my gun!” 
The change has been for the better. 
We would not want to revert back to 
law of the jungle, where the strongest 
rule. 
Even the biggest bully, who prides 
himself on his fast draw, is probably 
happier to know that today, even at 
old age, he is just as safe as he was 
when his hand was quicker than the 
next man s. 
Our ideas change with environment. 
So can our laws. 
Already, we have restrictions on the 
use of handguns. We may carry con­ 
cealed weapons only by special per­ 
mit. Ex-convicts are not allowed to 
have handguns. Neither are persons 
addicted to narcotics. 
The Constitutional right to keep and 
bear arms is therefore not all-encom­ 
passing. Restrictions have been made 
and probably will be made in the fu­ 
ture, as society sees fit. 
We are cominced that any future 
restrictions will take into consideration 
the sportsmen, collectors, gun clubs, 
and special circumstances. 
Barring a breakdown in law and or­ 
der, we would be inclined to favor 
more restrictions on the use of wea­ 
pons, not less. 
Certainly, a sane and orderly discus­ 
sion of restrictions on handguns is no 
cause for alarm.

WASHINGTON M - About 
the best reason former Presi­ 
dent Dwight D. 
Eisenhower 
seems able to think of now for 
telling voters to go Republican 
next time is that the country 
needs a two-party system. 


BUT THAT’S NOT an issue, 
the usual basis on which voters 
choose between the parties. 
Last month Eisenhower was 
asked 
specifically 
what 
he 
thought Republicans s h o u l d 
make campaign issues of in 
next year's elections, the first 
big test since their devastating 
defeat in 1964. 
He mentioned fiscal responsi­ 
bility, frugality, self - depend­ 
ence. self-reliance, self-respect 
and integrity. But he himself 
so far hasn’t been at deep odds 
with President Johnson's ad­ 
ministration on any of those 
subjects. 
The 
Republican 
leadership 
in 
general 
hasn’t been 
any 
more specific than Eisenhower 
on issues to wrap around the 
Dem ocrats’ necks, except for 
occasional criticism s that seem 
to melt away. 
Republicans cut themselves 
up so badly with intraparty 
antagonisms in the 1964 cam ­ 
paign, and were so smashed in 
the election, that they haven’t 
yet 
recovered 
any 
kind 
of 
broad voice to show how they 
differ from Democrats. 


INSTEAD, 
much 
of 
their 
time has been taken up trying 
to heal last year’s wounds and 
finding some way to save the 
party from being ruined alto­ 
gether by splinter groups. 
They have 
no top 
leader. 
Usually a defeated presidential 
candidate 
is 
considered 
the 
titular head of his party until 
the next election when he or 
someone else carries the party 
flag. 
But this month Barry Gold­ 
water. who led the Republicans 
to their 1964 disaster, said he 
doesn’t consider himself the 


party’s titular head. And, if 
he tried to be, he’d have a lot 
of opposition. 
At this point there is not one 
Republican who looks like a 
sure bet even to try for the 
presidential nomination in 1968, 
although Richard M. Nixon, as 
usual between elections, is in 
the public eye. 


THE ONLY fairly consistent 
pecking and picking on Johnson 
has come from House Republi­ 
cans, particularly from their 
leader, Rep. Gerald R. Ford of 
Michigan, but he is not getting 
much mileage out of it. 
The House Republicans had 
tried to make an issue of the 
origin of U. S. policy—that is, 
the military involvement — in 
Viet Nam. Johnson had said he 
was following the 
policy of 
Eisenhower and President John 
F. Kennedy in promising and 
making good on American aid 
to the South Vietnamese. 
House Republicans tried to 
stress that Eisenhower’s help 
was economic, 
not military, 
but, just as they were stressing 
it. 
Eisenhower 
said 
it 
was 
“ rot” to suggest a difference 
between him and Johnson on 
Viet Nam. He backed Johnson. 
For awhile the House Repub­ 
licans obviously thought they 
had an issue on Johnson’s de­ 
cision 
to drop the 
fight to 
make the Soviet Union and 12 
other nations pay their share 
of the United Nations’ peace­ 
keeping costs. 
But Eisenhower backed John­ 
son on that, too. Nixon took 
pretty much the same position 
as Eisenhower on Viet Nam 
and the American backdown 
in the United Nations. 


JOHNSON'S handling of his 
constant critic, Ford, gives a 
good insight into the Presi­ 
dent’s political t e c h n i q u e . 
When he knows he has wide 
support 
on 
a 
problem, 
he 
avoids a fight that would give 
his opponent extra publicity. 


INSIDE WASHINGTON 
U.S. May Lose Use 
Of Pakistan 'Ears'

WASHINGTON - The U.S. 
has a stake in the menacing 
India-Pakistan-Red China war 
crisis which authorities here 
are carefully saying nothing 
about, but which is of utmost 
moment. 


THIS SUPREM ELY impor­ 
tant stake is a series of elec­ 
tronic m o n i t o r i n g stations 
strategically located in Paki­ 
stan that are providing the 
U.S. with an invaluable flow of 
information about Russian and 
Red Chinese military and other 
operations — missile 
launch­ 
ings, troop movements, etc. 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff are 
gravely concerned that U.S. 
resumption of arm s aid to In­ 
dia will cause the loss of these 
irreplaceable monitoring facili­ 
ties in Pakistan. 
It is feared that Pakistan, in 
retaliation for combat aid to 
India, will seize or shut down 
these stations. 
Friendly 
Pakistan 
officials 
have disclosed that President 
Ayub 
Khan 
is under heavy 
Peiping pressure to suppress 
these 
priceless 
U.S. 
intelli­ 
gence facilities. 
The monitoring stations were 
set up in Pakistan in 1961, fol­ 
lowing the discontinuance of 
U-2 reconnaissance flights over 
the Soviet. 


EQ U IPPED WITH some $30 
million of the most advanced 
electronic devices and instru­ 
ments, these stations are rated 
by intelligence authorities as 
the “ best ears and eyes the 
U.S. has abroad.” 
Adding to the Joint Chiefs’ 
apprehensions over the fate of 
t h e s e invaluable monitoring 
stations was an apparent at­ 
tack by Indian bombers on one 
located near a Pakistan air­ 
field. 
This base is quite distant 
from the fighting zones, and 
at the time, no Pakistan planes 
were on this field. 
The only 
target worth bombing was the 
nearby U.S. monitoring station. 
If that was the case, the at­ 
tack was futile. The Indian 
bombs 
missed. 
The 
Indian 
government has been asked for 
an explanation. 
It is particularly baffling be­ 
cause, on President Lyndon B. 
Johnson’s personal orders, In­ 
dia is now being supplied with 
U.S. 
intelligence 
about 
Red 
Chinese troop movements and 
other vital m ilitary informa­ 
tion. 


Also, U-2 planes based on 
Formosa are flying reconnais­ 
sance 
missions over 
Indian- 
Chinese 
border 
areas. 
The 
planes land on Indian airfields. 
Sen. Vance Hartke, D-lnd., 
member of the Influential Fi­ 
nance Committee and leading 
advocate of the convening of 
an international monetary con­ 
ference to put an end to the 
heavy draining of U.S. gold re­ 
serves, 
has 
bluntly 
advised 
President 
Johnson to ignore 
President Charles de Gaulle’s 
persistent obstructionism. 


THE H A U G H T Y French 


leader was characterized by 


Hartke as a “ hollow barrel 


that emits an ominous sound 


but is without substance.” 


He contended de Gaulle is 
incapable of obstructing plans 
to initiate a new world mone­ 
tary system, and they should 
be vigorously pressed regard­ 
less of his opposition. 


Administration insiders are 
saying flatly President John­ 
son will soon clear the way for 
U.S. wheat sales to Russia. 
They are indicating he will do 
this after Congress enacts the 
multibillion dollar foreign aid 
budget now pending in the Sen­ 
ate. 
It Is being hinted the 
president will do away with 
the 1963 shipping restriction on 
Soviet wheat sales and at the 
same 
time 
considerably 
in­ 
crease subsidies to the mer­ 
chant marine. 
The U.S. Information Agency 
is asking Congress for a sup­ 
plementary appropriation of $12 
million to build and man a 
high-powered radio station in 
Thailand — for 
broadcasting 
throughout Southeast Asia. If 
this additional money is grant­ 
ed, as is likely, that will in­ 
crease total USIA funds for 
this fiscal year to $183 million. 


VICE 
PRESIDEN T Hubert 
H. Humphrey is doing quite a 
bit of foreign traveling — on 
paper. The Minnesotan is using 
possible 
trips 
abroad 
as 
a 
means of ducking speaking and 
other engagements he wants 
to pass up. In two known in­ 
stances he declined such invi­ 
tations from strong supporters 
on the ground he was slated to 
go abroad. But in neither case 
did he leave the U.S. In anoth­ 
er letter, he turned down a De­ 
cem ber speaking engagement 
on the claim he will be out of 
the country around then.

Snags Bolinas Plan 


Bolinas Harbor District com­ 
missioners were caught in a 
squeeze last night between citi­ 
zen demands for harbor devel­ 
opment and possible rejection 
of the project by the A rm y 
Corps of Engineers. 
Commission President Gene 
McDaniel said the commission 
has “ been under the gun to get 
something going*’ but Army en­ 
gineers are now inclined to say 
the harbor is not economically 
feasible. 
There was applause from an 
audience of about 30 persons 
when Elting C. Hubbard of Stin­ 
son Beach said it was time the 
commission “ took the bit in its 
teeth and proceeded.’’ 
McDaniel replied, “ Perhaps 
we have been slow, but when 
you depend on federal money, 
it takes a long time to get it.” 
Before the district can get 
funds, either state or federal, 
it must have a plan, he said. 
“ We are determined to get this 
planning going.” 
Commissioners probably will 
have a special meeting before 
their next regularly scheduled 
meeting to hire a planning con­ 
sultant, he announced. 
The Army Corps of Engineers 
says a breakwater is necessary 
in addition to the two jetties 
planned by the district, and this 
would bring the cost to $6 mil­ 
lion. McDaniel said. That cost 
would put the harbor “ out of 
feasibility” under the Army en­ 
gineers cost-ratio formula, he 
said. 
“We now have to work toward 
proving that the breakwater is 
not necessary.” McDaniel said. 
The district has six months to 
produce a feasible plan accept­ 
able to the corps of engineers. 
George 
Bravton 
of Ocean­ 
ographic Services Inc., Santa 
Barbara, seeking the planning 
contract, outlined the type of 
study his firm provides. But 
McDaniel said the commission 
has a “ moral obligation” to

District

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' NEED FOR LAWS' 
High Time The Middle-1 ncome 
Consumer Given Some Help- 


By BARBARA HOSMER 


The middle income consumer 
may be the next large voting 
bloc to command national at­ 
tention, believes Mrs. Helen 
Nelson, Consumer Counsel for 
the State of California. 


In a report prepared for de­ 
livery at the Agricultural Re­ 
lations Council in Denver, Mrs. 
Nelson said that the next criti­ 
cal area may be the problems 
of the dominant self-sustaining 
middle class, which has the 
bewildering job of converting a 
series of paychecks into a way 
of living in a so-called “afflu­ 
ent society.” 


SHE SAID THAT most fam­ 
ilies in this country are trying 
to pay for food, clothing, house, 
cars, all kinds of insurance, 
medical care, utility bills and 
all the other goods and service 
that “can make the American 
dream come true with less than 
$500 a month take-home pay.” 


The challenge is in making 
all the transactions and the de­ 
cisions, which are becoming 
more complex each year, she 
said. 


SO SUIT-ABLE! 


PRINTED P A T T E R N 


Mrs. Nelson outlined what 
she termed profound changes 
that have occurred in the coun­ 
try in recent decades: 
Fewer live on farms—only 
one in 17 persons who work is 
engaged in farming. 
Today 
two out of three live in urban 
centers and fewer mothers 
teach their daughters how to 
can fruits, make pickles or 
pluck a chicken. 


“NOW TO BE a good house­ 
wife you have to be able to 
read a label, borrow money, 
buy insurance, guard against 
the fine print in a credit con­ 
tract and interpret the war­ 
ranty on a washing machine, 
among other responsibilities,” 
Mrs. Nelson said. 
There are more old people 
and more young people than 
ever before who are primarily 
consumers, not producers, she 
pointed out. Young people stay 
in school longer, remaining 
consumers looking to father to 
pay the bills, which is another 
factor, she said. 
Mrs. Nelson said that as fam­ 
ily income has risen the share 
for food and clothing has de­ 
clined, from 42 per cent in 
1950, to under 35 per cent in 
1961. Thus a greater percentage 


of a family’s income today goes 
for what is called “discretion­ 
ary spending,” which includes 
insurance and automobiles, 
necessities to most families. 
Between 1950 and 1960 the 
amount spent on car purchase 
and upkeep increased 21 per 
cent, Mrs. Nelson stated. And 
the share for medical care in­ 
creased 27 per cent. 


“REPERCUSSIONS FROM 
these rapid changes are just 
beginning to be felt by those 
public officials whose duties 
include making the rules gov­ 
erning the marketplace,” she 
said. 
So far the stirrings of re­ 
sentment against current mar­ 
keting techniques are coming 
mainly from the middle-income 
consumers, who are learning 
that many of the rules of the 
marketplace are made in gov­ 
ernment, Mrs. Nelson stated.

basic rules made by govern­ 
ment legalize the practices 
that frustrate her efforts,” the 
Consumer Counsel said. 


THERE IS AN increasing 
awareness that basic laws need 
to be updated to reaffirm and 
spell out the consumer’s right 
to facts essential to a rational 
buying decision and to guard 
against fraud and misrepre­ 
sentation committeed in new 
and technical ways, she said.

Our team beat four spades at 
one table, but made four spades 
at the other table. Bidding style 
made all the difference. 


IN A HURRY 
At the first table I led the ace 
of clubs from the West hand. I 
was in a hurry to cash tricks 
because my four small diamonds 
told me that dummy’s big suit 
would come in very quickly. 
After the dummy showed up, 
it was a cinch that the second 
lead would be a low heart—and 
so it was. 
Declarer went into an unhappy 
huddle and finally g u e s s e d 
wrong. He lost to the queen of 
hearts, back came a heart to 
the ace, and a club to dummy’s 
king left declarer needing the 
rest of the tricks. 
South eventually took a dia­ 
mond finesse, and East took the 
setting trick with the singleton 
king of diamonds. 


SAME DEFENSE 
At the other table, Peter Lev- 
entritt was declarer from the 
North seat. East led a club to 
the ace, and West returned a 
low heart. 
Declarer misguessed, and the 
defenders took their two heart 
tricks. The defense was there 
fore much the same at both 
tables. 
When Leventrltt finally made 
a diamond play he knew that 
West had started with two aces. 
West happened to be Jerry Lev 
itt, a St. Louis expert well 
known for his aggressive bid­ 
ding style. It was very unlikely 
that Levitt would pass as deal 
er if he had the king of diamonds 
as well as two aces. 
Leventritt therefore led out 
the ace of diamonds instead of 
trying a futile finesse. 
The 
singleton king dropped, and the 
game was in the bag. 
It’s exasperating to lose a 
match because you’re a gooc 
bidder.

WASHINGTON—-Bobby Baker, 
the influential young Senate aide 
whose nam e erupted into head­ 
lines two years ago this month 
in a sensational 
conflict-of-in­ 
terest case, is about to move 
back into the public spotlight. 
A federal grand jury that has 
been scrutinizing the Baker af­ 
fair for alm ost a year is re­ 
ported to be close to com pleting 
its deliberations, and will issue 
a report by the end of this year. 
The grand jury’s findings could 
usher in a dram atic new phase 
in the long-run Baker case. 


Sitting behind closed doors 
in a courthouse a few blocks 
from the Capitol, where Baker 
once boasted of his power to 
sw ay Senators, the grand jury 
has heard scores of w itnesses 
and reviewed hundreds of doc­

WASHINGTON — The White 
House wage guidelines, which 
have helped keep inflation in 
check for several years now, 
will be revised upward, probab­ 
ly in January. 


The increase, to be announced 
by the President’s Council of 
Econom ic Advisors, will reflect 
new estim ates of the productiv­ 
ity of Am erica’s men, m achines 
and m anagem ent. 


Since they were first pro­ 
claim ed in the council's an­ 
nual report of January, 196?, 
the guidelines have “ author­ 
ized” wage and fringe benefit 
Increases of 3.2 per cent a 
year. This figure represented 
the offiical estim ate of the 
average 
annual 
inerease 
in 
productivity 
over 
the 
five 
>ears previous to »the guide­ 
lines’ introduction. It has re­ 
mained at that level. 


In theory, the guidelines held 
that wage increases of this m ag­ 
nitude would not cause inflation 
because they matched the in­ 
creases in output per man-hour 
which the econom y was enjoy­ 
ing. Em ployers would not feel 
any upward pressure on their 
costs if wage increases were 
kept within 3 2 per cent.
